Man criticises L&D after lifeline’ buzzer 
for his partner was put out of her reach 


A MAN is furious at the treatment his 
terminally ill partner has received while she 
has been in hospital. 

Cos Bocchino, 60, has spoken out at how 
his partner of 27 years Valerie - who only 
has movement in her arms - was left 
without ‘a lifeline’ to help from staff when 
her emergency buzzer at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital was moved out of her reach. 

On another occasion the alarm was 
switched off altogether as it was broken. 

Valerie Biver, 61, was diagnosed with a 
brain tumour last October and an operation 
to remove it was unsuccessful. 

Doctors in London told her devastated 
family she would have a year to live. 

Two weeks ago she was admitted to Ward 
11 of the L&D with a water infection and Mr 
Bocchino, of Belper Road, Luton, has said he 
is ‘disgusted’ by how staff treated her. 

Valerie is unable to move because of her 
condition, only being able to speak and 
move her hands, but an emergency button 
which should have been placed where she 
could press it easily was put behind her on 
a wall bracket, out of reach. 

On a separate occasion a drawing pin was 
put in the light, which would alert staff to 
the bed, to disable it because it was broken, 


Mr Bocchino said. It was fixed later that day, 
after Mr Bocchino had complained. 

Mr Bocchino said: “There was no common 
sense. She cannot move, so why put 
something four feet away from her 
attached to a wall? It wasn’t until I went in 
to see her that I moved it. I brought it up 
with a nurse and was just told that they 
didn’t know who did it. 

“There just seemed to be no 
understanding of her condition. And then 
when I came in and they had disabled the 
alarm. It’s just unbelievable.” 

Barry Mayes, head of communications at 
the hospital, could not comment on why the 
buzzer was placed on the wall. 

He added: “Mr Bocchino drew to the 
attention of ward staff the broken 
emergency cord at 5.45pm on May 9. 

“The comfort and safety of our patients is 
a top priority for us. Therefore Mrs Biver 
was given a bell to use in the event of 
needing to attract attention and the 
emergency cord was fixed within two 
hours. 

“We apologised to Mrs Biver and to Mr 
Bocchino at the time. But if he would like to 
contact us again we will be able to respond 
to him directly." 


Council debt hits £293m

COUNCIL debt has rocketed by 
more than £120 million in two 
years. 

The total owed by Luton Borough 
Council currently stands at a whop¬ 
ping £293.3m - 70 per cent more than 
the £172.2m figure in 2010. 

In 2010 the council took out new 
loans totalling £42.5m to fund its 
capital programme, the largest item 
of which was the £25.7m Aquatics 


Centre, in Stopsley, due to open in 
August. 

The following year a further £89.4m 
in new loans were taken out to pay 
the Government as part of the end of 
the Housing Subsidy System. This 
was offset by the repayment of a 
£10m loan. 

Cllr David Franks, leader of the 
Town Hall’s Liberal Democrat group, 
suggested the council was ‘not man¬ 
aging the situation properly’ and 
fears the debt could get worse. 

He questioned where the money 
would come from should major proj¬ 
ects such as the Luton Dunstable 


Busway go over budget, saying: “The 
fact that the debt has gone up as 
much as it has suggests the council is 
not managing it properly 

“Taxpayers have got to pay back the 
money, and they’re paying a huge 
amount of interest. 

“When you embark on major proj¬ 
ects like the busway, there is often a 
small risk. The busway is budgeted at 
£90m. Whatever happens, the 
Government grant towards the costs 
are fixed at £78m. 

“So, if it’s on budget, the council has 
got to find between £llm and £12m. 
If there’s an overspend, it’s got to find 


that too. It has gone into it knowing 
the finance is not in place. 

“It’s madness. I am seriously ques¬ 
tioning it. 

“It’d be useful to know how the 
council proposes to find the money if 
projects go over budget. I’ve seen no 
evidence to prove it can.” 

In a statement the council said: 
‘There were new loans taken out in 
the spring/early summer of 2010 
totalling £42.5m. 

‘These were to fund items marked 
in the capital programme as 
Prudential Borrowing or Supported 
Capital Expenditure (Revenue). The 


single largest item is the Aquatics 
Centre at £25.7m of Prudential 
Borrowing. 

‘The increase from 2011 to 2012 is 
because the Government required us 
to make a payment to it of £89.4m as 
part of the ending of the Housing 
Subsidy System and the move to Self 
Financing for council housing. 

‘The new loans of £89.4m are offset 
by the repayment of a loan of £10m. 
This refers to a loan that reached 
maturity 

‘The capital was repaid and a deci¬ 
sion was taken not to replace it with 
new borrowing.’

‘Family frauds’ councillor is Deputy Mayor 


A COUNCILLOR who escaped being 
thrown out of the Labour Party has been 
made Deputy Mayor of Luton. 

Saints ward Cllr Asma Rathore 
(pictured), of Selbourne Road, Luton, did 
not reveal that some of her relatives 
were fraudsters in the run-up to last 
year’s local elections. 

In signing a declaration, she did not tell 
the Labour Party that her cousin is 
illegal immigrant Ashar AM Rathore, who 
along with his wife was deported last 
year for organising sham marriages in a 
bid to stay in the UK, and that she is also 
the sister of Shagufta Siddique who, 
along with her husband Ahmed Siddique, 


was in 2009 convicted of obtaining 
more than £160,000 through fraudulent 
activities. 

The revelations only came to light 
following a Luton on Sunday 
investigation in February and, following 
a meeting with Labour officials, she 
escaped being thrown out of the party 
because she ‘thought the question only 
related to her personally and not to 
members of her close family’. 

She was appointed Deputy Mayor on 
Tuesday, along with new Mayor Cllr Sid 
Knight, of Atholl Close, Sundon Park, and 
will be formally ‘made’ in a ceremony on 
Wednesday. 


Benefit cheat stole £32k

A 57-YEAR-OLD who claimed bene¬ 
fits when she had savings which 
paid for holidays in Canada, Ireland 
and the USA has been sentenced to 
six months in jail. 

But a Judge threw Karen Wray, of 
Verulam Gardens, Luton, a lifeline 
and said she would re-consider her 
sentence if £10,000 was repaid within 
50 days. 

Luton Crown Court was told on 
Friday that Wray had received 
£32,531 in housing and council tax 
benefits since April 2006 to which she 
was not entitled as she had more 
than £16,000 savings which she had 
not declared. 

Samantha McKeenan, prosecuting 
for Luton Borough Council, said 
between April 2005 and April 2009 
Wray had signed declarations falsely. 

The fraud came to light when her 
data was matched to information 
held by the Inland Revenue which 


showed she was receiving interest 
from a savings account. 

When the account was found it 
showed withdrawals being made in Las 
Vegas, Florida, Toronto and Dublin. 

She told investigators that the 
account had been set up jointly with 
her sister, using money left by their 
late mother and it was ultimately to 
be used for children in the family. 

But she did agree that some money 
had been spent on her holidays. 

Henry Day, defending, said: “She 
lives alone, she is divorced and has 
no children, and lives on incapacity 
benefit. 

“Custody would have a detrimental 
effect on her health and she would 
not be able to cope in custody.” 

He said she was remorseful and was 
going to begin repaying the money 
from now. But he said there was no 
money left in the account, as it had 
been distributed to the children. 

Wray had pleaded guilty to four 
charges of making false statements 
to obtain benefit. 


Judge Barbara Mensah told her: 
“You took a very large amount of 
money over a number of years. It was 
other people’s money. 

“I don’t accept what you say about 
where the money has gone. I don’t 
think it is true for one moment. 

“You have gone on holidays over¬ 
seas to a whole host of places and 
used the money for your own person¬ 
al pleasure. 

“The law allows me to vary my sen¬ 
tence and if it transpires that at least 
£10,000 is paid into the department’s 
account in the next 50 days I might 
revisit the sentence.” 

By 4.30pm on Friday a family mem¬ 
ber had raised £10,000 which was 
paid to Luton Borough Council, and 
Mrs Wray was freed from the cells. 

Judge Mensah told her she owed a 
‘debt of gratitude’ to her nephew. 

Instead of the jail term she was 
given a 12 month community order, 
with supervision and a six month 
night time curfew. She will also have 
to repay the outstanding £22,530. 


Smuggler hid cannabis in fruit packages 


A MAN who smuggled £30,000 worth of cannabis hidden 
inside Jamaican pineapples and ackee fruit has been 
jailed for 20 months. 

Ex-Vauxhall General Motors engineer Owen John Smith, 
53, of Ravenhill Way, Luton, pleaded guilty at Croydon 
Crown Court to importing 10.8 kilos of the drug at 
Gatwick Airport on December 10 last year. 

Prosecutor Julius Capon told the court UK Border 
Agency officers searched Smith's suitcase after he 
stepped off a Jamaican flight. 

Mr Capon said: “Inside were various foods, including 
pineapples and frozen ackee, and concealed within that 
fruit were packages containing cannabis.” 


When quizzed, Smith, who has a 20-year-old conviction 
for possession of cannabis with intent to supply, refused 
to answer questions. 

His lawyer, Clive Smith, said: “He was bringing the suit¬ 
case back for someone and feels foolish that there were 
drugs inside it and that he was taken advantage of.” 

The father-of-two was told by Judge Jeremy Gold QC: 
“You were involved in attempting to bring in cannabis 
with a street value of £30,000, which was concealed with¬ 
in fruit. 

“You are certainly not naive in matters relating to 
cannabis and I place you at the junior end of a significant 
role.”

When our reporter vis¬ 
ited him he had no com¬ 
ment to make. 

WOOD CHOPPER DEATH 

A MAN died after a large 
piece of wood hit him on 
the head. 

Nicholas David 
Willsmore, of Manor 
Road, Barton-le-Clay, 
was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge on May 6 
but died three days later. 

Magpas Helimedix, 
who treated him at the 
scene, said the 49-year- 
old had been chopping 
logs using a piece of 
machinery in his garden 
when one flew out. 

A post-mortem exami¬ 
nation showed he died 
from a ‘traumatic brain 
injury’ and an inquest 
has been opened and 
adjourned to a date to be 
arranged.

A TEENAGER was 
injured when a car 
reversed into her. 

The 17-year-old stu¬ 
dent was in Houghton 
Road, Dunstable, at 
about 3.20pm on 
Wednesday when the 
small red car hit her.

BEDFORDSHIRE'S most wanted crimi¬ 
nals have been posted online - and they 
all committed their crimes in Luton. 

The offenders, who are being sought by 
Bedfordshire Police, can be viewed at 
Crimestoppers’ ‘Most Wanted’ website. 

The force have posted the faces of those 
on warrant on the charity’s national crime¬ 
fighting site to encourage the public to tell 
police, or Crimestoppers, where they are. 

Pictured are those wanted by police for 
failing to appear at court for crimes com¬ 
mitted in the town. 

Here follows their names and crimes: 

■ Ali Tuli, an Albanian national, was 
charged with burglary and was due to 
attend court in 2004 

■ Chika Okolo, a Nigerian national, 
who was charged with causing death by 
dangerous driving in 2005 

■ Mehmet Yazici was charged with GBH 
in 2003. He is a Turkish national 

■ Pawel Dolny, of Poland, also had a 
GBH charge dating back to 2004 

■ Beata Jakusik, also of Poland, was 
charged with GBH and aggravated bur¬ 
glary last year 

■ Mohammed Taj has a GBH charge 
from 2010 

■ Marcus Hamilton was charged with 
assault of a police officer, affray and 
threats to kill in January of this year 

■ Michael Wylupek in 2008 was charged 
with possession of an imitation firearm 


DCI Dave Quarmby from Bedfordshire 
Police said: “By using Crimestoppers 
Most Wanted website we hope to trace 
those offenders who have so far managed 
to evade justice. 

“They have been convicted of crimes in 
their absence or failed to appear at court 
and it is only right the public see them 
brought to justice. 

“We hope they help us fight crime by 
looking closely at the images and telling 
us where they are. The benefit of 
Crimestoppers is that the public can pass 
the information straight to the charity 


rather than police if they prefer.” Ann 
Scott, Crimestoppers Eastern Regional 
Manager, said: “In the 24 years that the 
charity has been running no caller has 
ever been identified so we can guarantee 
that no one will know that you contacted 
us with information. 

“We do not trace or record calls and 
callers do not have to go to court or give 
a statement to the police. Around 23 peo¬ 
ple are arrested every day as a result of 
information given to Crimestoppers.”

Football hooligans banned from Euro 2012 competition 


TWENTY-FOUR football 
hooligans will have their 
passports seized to prevent 
them travelling to Euro 2012 
in Poland and Ukraine. 

The Football Policing Unit 
will write to all those with 
Football Banning Orders (FBO) 
ahead of the international 
tournament reminding them 


not to travel abroad and ask 
them to submit their 
passport. 

If they fail to do so an officer 
will visit to arrest them. 

The persons currently living 
in Bedfordshire who hold an 
FBO will not have necessarily 
committed an offence in 
Bedfordshire. This could have 


happened anywhere in the 
country or worldwide. 

A banning order can either 
be a civil complaint or the 
punishment for committing a 
criminal offence which is 
given to anyone convicted of 
certain offences to stop 
them committing violence or 
disorder at football matches 


including those played 
outside England and Wales. 

A ban can be between two 
and ten years and other 
restrictions may apply. 

There will also be police at 
Luton Airport looking for 
potential travelling 
troublemakers from the 
beginning of the tournament.

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Hospital concerned over 
mixed sex rule breaches

ONE hospital has breached 
mixed sex accommodation rules 
more than 250 times in a year - 
ten times as many as a neigh¬ 
bouring hospital. 

Luton & Dunstable Hospital has 
made the error 259 times this year 
when, for example, a patient 
shares sleeping accommodation, 
toilets or bathrooms with a patient 
of the opposite sex, or when a 
patient has to pass through oppo¬ 
site sex accommodation to reach 
their own toilets and bathrooms. 

The hospital has said the 


breaches have happened in the 
Intensive Therapies Unit and 
High Dependency Unit where 
there have been delays in avail¬ 
able beds but the situations are 
'reducing’. 

Meanwhile at Bedford Hospital 
the mistake has happened only 25 
times. 

The L&D has, since last autumn, 
had an external review into the 
situation and has led to additional 
hygiene and bathroom facilities, 
refurbishment of the endoscopy 
department and ‘enhanced train¬ 
ing and awareness for staff’. 

In a statement, the L&D said: 
‘Making sure we respect patients’ 


needs for privacy and dignity is 
something we take pride in at the 
L&D and we are very concerned 
that any breaches of the rules on 
mixed sex accommodation have 
occurred. 

‘The majority of wards at L&D 
are either single sex accommoda¬ 
tion or are organised in bays with 
separate male and female toilet 
and bathroom facilities and meet 
the guidance on same sex hospi¬ 
tal accommodation. 

‘There are no male or female 
beds that overlook the opposite 
sex and our inpatient care meets 
the standards required for single 
sex accommodation.’ 


Recharging points to encourage greener travel 



SIX electric vehicle recharging 
points are to be installed at the 
University of Bedfordshire. 

The facilities will be located in 
Anne’s Road and Bute Street, 
Luton, making up two of the 20 
to be put in place around the 
town later this year. 

Ahead of the installation, The 
university’s Facilities and Estates 
Department trialled an electric 
powered van at the Luton 
campus. 

The van, supplied free by 
manufacturer Tata, was used by 
the university’s post room and 
accommodation teams for 
travelling between sites in and 
around Luton. 

The university is ranked 53rd 
out of 138 Higher Education 
institutions in the Universities 
Green League. 

Adam Higgin, energy and 
environment manager at the 
university, said: “The trial period 
has worked out very well with 
the van travelling more than 150 
miles around the town, within 
the ten day trial period. 

“The university is now 


preparing to purchase two of 
these vehicles, one for use at the 
Luton campus and the other for 
the university’s Bedford campus. 

“This single vehicle’s 150 mile 
trial reduced the university’s fuel 
costs by approximately £37 and 
eliminated approximately 87 kg 
of C02 from exhaust pipe 
emissions, with associated 
benefits to local air quality with 
the reduction in air polluting 
particulate matter associated 
with diesel fumes from older 
commercial vehicles. 

“This purchase is being made 


possible by an Ultra Low 
Emissions Vehicle grant from 
Department for Transport. And 
the Plugged in Places grant, also 
from DfT, will enable Luton 
Borough Council to install six 
electric vehicle charging points 
at the Luton campus, by which 
the university’s electric vehicles 
will be recharged.” 

Other publicly available Luton 
locations for charging of electric 
vehicles will include Basepoint 
Business Centre, Stockwood 
Park Discovery Centre and The 
Mall Luton.

THE museum from which the 
famous Wenlok Jug was stolen is 
reviewing its security procedures 
after the break-in. 

Director of Museums Karen Perkins 
said that they were undergoing 
checks with the companies who pro¬ 
vide the alarms and the manufactur¬ 
er of the high-security case to make 
sure the rest of the collection at 
Stockwood Discovery Centre is as 
safe as possible. 

Last Saturday a man used a drain 
cover to smash through a door and 
the 13.4mm thick glass case protect¬ 
ing the historic artefact. He took the 
jug and left. 


The high-spec protection was ‘the 
very best’ the museum could afford 
at the time it was bought. 

Ms Perkins said: “This was the very 
best we could purchase at the time 
but it wasn’t a barrier to this person 
getting in.” 

It was also said that police have 
been talking to scrap metal dealers in 
the area but the jug, which was 
bought for £750,000, would only be 
worth around £20 melted down. 

A reward has been offered for the 
safe return of the jug, the price of 
which has not been released yet, and 
anyone with information is asked to 
call Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111 
or Bedfordshire Police on 101.

Plea made after man

A MAN was abducted from his 
house and beaten up before 
being dumped back near home. 

The 30-year-old victim, of Leaf 
Road, Houghton Regis, was left 
with a dislocated shoulder and 
severe bruising to his face. 

The gang started the ‘premedi¬ 
tated’ assault outside his house, 
at about 11pm last Saturday 
before being bundled into the 
back of a dark-coloured transit- 
style van. 

Detective Constable Colin 
Knight would like to hear from 


anyone who may have witnessed 
the assault or the confrontation 
that led up to it. 

He said: “This appears to have 
been a premeditated attack by a 
gang who carefully picked out their 
victim who suffered some very 
nasty injuries during the assault. 

“We have already spoken to a 
number of people who may have 
witnessed the attack but I would 
urge anyone who may have seen 
anything to get in touch so that 
we can stop something like this 
happening again. 

“I’d like to hear from anyone 
who was in the Leaf Road or Tithe 
Farm Road at the time of the 


assault or anyone else who may 
have information - however small 
or insignificant they think it is - 
that could help us. 

“Don’t dismiss your information 
as unimportant - even tiny details 
which don’t seem relevant now 
might become useful later on in 
the investigation.”

Ensure there is fairness 

SIR - While we understand that 
reforms to the disability benefits 
system will include more vigorous 
assessments of physical capability, 
we feel there should be as much 
focus on the extra financial burden 
suffered by disabled people across 
the UK. 

A disabled adult’s risk of being on 
a low income is much greater than 
that of a non-disabled adult for all 
family types. 

In fact, around a third of all dis¬ 
abled adults aged 25 to retirement 
are living in low-income house¬ 
holds, which is twice the rate for 
non-disabled adults, and it has 
been this way throughout the last 
decade. 

This needs to be addressed. 

We know from first-hand experi¬ 
ence the sort of impact that disabil¬ 
ity can have on the UK’s most vul¬ 
nerable. 

Often it is the disabled who rely 
most heavily on their cars since 
they are unable to use public trans¬ 
port, and cars have to be specially 
adapted around their disability. 

Yet, even as the current benefits 
system stands, nearly three quarters 
(73.8 per cent) of the people we 
help cannot afford to visit family 
and friends, though of course this is 
essential to one’s emotional and 
mental health in times of hardship. 

In reforming the welfare system it 
is therefore crucial that the govern¬ 
ment takes such issues into 
account if they are to ensure fair¬ 
ness going forward.

Reassured by findings 

SIR - During the past two decades 
the general public has become 
increasingly concerned about 
potential adverse health effects of 
exposure to electromagnetic fields 
such as from electrical power dis¬ 
tribution and mobile phone use. 

For 20 years, the Institution of 
Engineering and Technology’s 
Biological Effects Policy Advisory 
Group has reviewed the evidence 
on this subject. 

Our most recent Position 
Statement, based on a review of 
726 peer-reviewed scientific papers 
was published this week. 

It finds that the overwhelming 
majority of the evidence does not 
indicate that normal exposure to 
low-level electromagnetic fields has 
harmful health effects, such as 
cancer. We are reassured in the con¬ 
sistency of these findings and this is 
in common with those reached by 
the majority of other scientific bod¬ 
ies. 

The media continues to features 
stories on this subject, sometimes 
giving them more prominence than 
scientifically warranted. We would, 
therefore, remind research institu¬ 
tions that while they have a vested 
interest in encouraging publica¬ 
tions from their staff there should 
be more counterbalancing pressure 
to hold organisations to account if 
such publications are found to be 
erroneous. 

We would like to see all research 
institutions operate transparent 
internal quality-control mecha¬ 
nisms to help mitigate this problem. 

Science can never prove a nega¬ 
tive, for example that something is 
totally safe. 

Some may favour a precautionary 
approach and limit their exposure 
to modern technologies such as 
mobile phones, but this is a per¬ 
sonal decision rather than one 
which follows directly from the 
existing scientific knowledge.

New medical 
unit is open 
for business

A NEW short-stay medical 
unit has been opened. 

The facility in Mayer Way, 
Houghton Regis, was 
launched on Thursday by 
South Essex Partnership NHS 
Trust (SEPT) Community 
Health Services Bedfordshire. 

Small and focused, and with 
only 16 beds, the unit is led by 
a geriatrician consultant and 
staffed by a dedicated team of 
doctors, nurses, therapists 
and health care professionals, 
working closely with GPs and 
social care teams. 

It provides nursing care with 
comprehensive occupational 
therapy and physiotherapy 
for patients who require 
intensive nursing support for 
a limited time, with the aver¬ 
age length of stay expected to 
be between five and seven 
days. 

The new service currently 
offers a step down from hos¬ 
pital, before being discharged 
home or into further longer 
term residential rehabilita¬ 
tion services and has a con¬ 
sultant led team based at the 
Accident and Emergency 
Department at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital who will 


assess patients and, with 
patient assent, direct their 
care to the best option for that 
individual patient.

People in industry are already 
working harder than ever... 


H AVING climbed a bit of the 
way up the slippery pole I 
have occasion to sit with 
the great and the good. 

Or at least those who have 
climbed a bit further than me and 
do not appear to be hanging on 
for grim death. 

Now it may come as a shock to 
you but not many of them seem 
to be very left of centre. 

It is fair to say that most of the 
movers and shakers are naturally 
Conservative supporters when it 
comes to British politics.

The history of stolen 


IT could be a tale from a 
Hollywood movie. 

A well-built man vaults a six- 
foot fence, smashes a glass 
entrance door with a, presum¬ 
ably, stolen drain cover and then 
uses it to crack through 13.4mm 
of glass. 

He grabs a 6kg bronze jug, 
throws it over the fence into a 
hedge, clambers after it and then 
disappears into the black night. 

One has to wonder as to the 
reasons behind the theft. Did he 
know its significance and worth? 
Or was it just a chance smash- 
and-grab? 

The jug itself is a huge part of 
Luton’s history and the tale of 
how the museum acquired it is 
just as interesting. 

Seven years ago, New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum was des¬ 
perate to get a hold of the arte¬ 
fact, willing to hand over 
£750,000 to get it, but Luton 
Borough Council’s museums 
service wanted to keep it in the 
town - but didn’t have the money 
to save it as it was more than 300 
times the museum’s annual 
acquisition budget. 

That was until then Culture 
Minister David Lammy prevent¬ 
ed its export and gave time for 
the necessary fundraising to hap¬ 
pen. The story goes that large 
donations from the Friends of 
Luton and the Arts Fund, among 
others, were added to by 
Lutonians - some giving just £5 
each. 

Finally in 2006 enough money 
was raised and it was secured for

the town. It was a David and 
Goliath moment. 

Speaking at a press conference 
on Wednesday, director of 
Museums Karen Perkins said: 
“This is probably the highest 
value object in our collection 
and it is increasingly significant 
nationally. 

“I think the most important 
thing about this jug is that it is 
one of only three in the world, 
the other two are at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum and the 


British Museum, but this is the 
only one that is attributable to a 
named person.” 

Wrapped around the jug’s cir¬ 
cumference are the words ‘My 
Lord Wenlok’. This is a clear ref¬ 
erence to the Wenlok family of 
Luton, who lived in the area in 
the late 1300s-1400. 

It could either refer to iohn 
Wenlock, who lived near the 
town and had large estates 
across the county, and who held 
different royal offices, was an MP

He was allegedly killed fighting 
for the Lancastrians at the Battle 
of Tewkesbury during the War of 
the Roses, in 1471. 

Curators at the museum think 
it is more likely that it was John, 
but the jug could have belonged 
to his great-uncle William, who 
died in 1391 and is buried in St 
Mary’s Church and was the 
Canon of the King’s Chapel, 
Westminster and St Paul’s 


Cathedral, and Archdeacon of 
Rochester and Master of Farley, a 
hospital for the poor in Luton. 

Karen Perkins continued: “The 
jug would have been like a state¬ 
ment of your importance. 

“I very much doubt it was used 
as a utensil, but it would have 
been placed on the table at gath¬ 
erings as a centrepiece and as a 
way of saying ‘look at me and how 
important I am’ and ‘this is me’. 

“We use the replica of the jug to 
get schoolchildren to think the 


same thing. It is a great learning 
tool. 

“Lord Wenlok would have been 
a nobleman and would have 
known or served the King. 

“Because this is the only one 
that can be linked to a person it 
gives us such a background to 
the story. It goes from being a 
very old jug to a very old jug with 
a story.”

A FORMER care home could be 
sold in a few weeks - but it is 
unclear who is hoping to buy it. 

The Mount, in Tennyson Road, 
Luton, a former council-run 
dementia home, was put on the 
market at the end of last year. 

It was closed by Luton Borough 
Council in a bid to save £600,000 
as it was not deemed 'satisfactory’ 
for use and it was difficult to pro¬ 
vide levels of'dignity’ to residents. 

After a battle by residents’ fami¬ 
lies to prevent the closure, the 
residents at the 28-bed home 
were moved to a privately-run 
home when the council made its 
final decision. 

At the time, a council official 
told Luton on Sunday that the sale 
was approved on the condition 


that it would be used for housing 
or nursing home developments 
and the money made would go 
towards the council’s Capital 
Programme. 

It is not clear at the moment 
who the potential buyer is. 


A council spokesman said: "The 
council has accepted an offer and 
we anticipate that the property 
will be sold by the end of July. A 
formal announcement would be 
made upon completion of the 
sale.” 


Threat to kill made in street robbery

A COUNCILLOR has come out 
against gay marriage. 

Richard Stay (pictured), who 
represents Caddington for 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
has said if he could vote in 
Parliament on the issue he would 
not endorse it. 

The Coalition Government has 
committed to legislate for gay 
marriage by 2015 and last week 
US President Barack Obama said 
in an interview that he backed 
gay marriage. 

Cllr Stay, who is also executive 
member for external affairs, said: 
“I like to think of myself as a rea¬ 
sonably tolerant person but I 
have the view that the institution 
of marriage is between a man 


and a woman. It may not be a 
popular view but I think mar¬ 
riage was intended to be 
between men and women for 
raising children 

“I think I can say with a high 
degree of certainty that this is not 
an issue that many people in 
Central Bedfordshire worry about. 

“Changing the institution of 
marriage would be a step too far. 
Reform of the House of Lords 
and gay marriage are hardly life 
changing events for people in 
the UK - we should be focusing 
on economic prosperity and 
paying off the national debt. 

“If it came to it and I was a 
member of Parliament I would 
vote against it. It is a perfectly 
reasonable position to hold 
which provides a safe place to 
bring up children.”

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Homes will get a 
new lease of life

PLANS to turn empty houses back into 
rentable accommodation have got the 
go-ahead. 

On Tuesday, councillors at Central 
Bedfordshire Council gave the green light 
to the strategy which will see neglected 
homes and other properties renovated so 
they can be leased. 

Since the strategy was approved in 
2010, more than 40 long-term empty 
homes have been returned to occupation 
and earlier this year, the council success¬ 
fully submitted a bid for £200,000 of 
Government funding to bring more 
empty properties back into use. 

The money will be used towards bring¬ 
ing more empty homes back into occu¬ 
pation under a Lease and Repair scheme. 

Long-term empty home owners will be 
offered a set amount of money to repair 
their house, in return for a five or ten year 
lease. 

Councillors also approved plans which 
will enable the council to increase its use 
of high-level enforcement action, includ¬ 
ing compulsory purchase orders, to tack¬ 
le the most troublesome empty homes 
and buildings. 

A ‘top ten list’ of priority empty homes 
needing attention has been drawn up 
based on factors, including, length of 





time the property has been empty, num¬ 
ber of complaints received about the 
property, level of impact upon the sur¬ 
rounding area and the likelihood of the 
property attracting anti-social behaviour. 

Cllr Carole Hegley (pictured above) said: 
“This is a real success story for the 
council, and shows that when we take deci¬ 
sive action we can make a real difference. 

“Getting an empty house back into use, 
is a ‘win win’ situation, with benefits for 
everyone involved - families on the 
housing waiting list, local neighbours 
and residents, and long-term empty 
home owners. This approach is also 
proven to be more cost effective and sus¬ 
tainable than building new homes.”

‘Let’s turn bad season into a good one 1

HE may have already experi¬ 
enced glory on Wembley’s 
hallowed turf but with Luton 
back at the stadium today, 
Keith Keane says he’s possibly 
more excited than any of his 
team-mates. 

The talismanic midfielder was 
part of the 2009 Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy winning Town 
team when they beat 
Scunthorpe United 3-2 in extra 
time. 

While that day was a party 
before the crushing blow of 
relinquishing their Football 
League status for the first time in 
89 years, this afternoon’s Blue 
Square Bet Premier play-off final 
gives Keane the chance to return 
to League Two after three years 
in the non-league wilderness. 

The born and bred Lutonian 
said: “Everyone is looking for¬ 
ward to playing at Wembley. It’s 
what you want to do in your 
career and it will be a special 
occasion. 

“I think, if you’ve already 
played there you look forward to 
it more because you realise how 
special it is to play there. 

“I’d say I’m more excited than 
the people that haven’t been 
there.” 

It is certainly an occasion to

savour for Keane, who freely 
admits that most of the Luton 
team didn’t even expect to be in 
the play-offs after a run of eight 
games without a win in March 
saw them slip from third to sev¬ 
enth and out of the play-off 


places. 

He said: “Ninety per cent of the 
players, even if they won’t say it, 
wouldn’t have thought we’d even 
get in to the play-offs, let alone 
make the final. 

“It’s been a good turnaround 


and hopefully we can turn a bad 
season into a good one.” 

Like the 2009 Wembley win 
over then Championship bound 
Scunthorpe, Keane believes 
once again that his side are the 
underdogs against rivals York, 
but that the expectations today 
are different. 

“We were playing a side that 
got promotion to the 
Championship and we got rele¬ 
gated to the Conference,” he 
said. “No-one expected us to 
win but we did and it was a great 
day for everyone. 

“This time we are trying to get 
the club back in the Football 
League and hopefully we can do 
that. The lads that played last 
year know what it’s like to lose in 
a final so we definitely don’t 
want that feeling again. 

“It’s going to be a very tough 
game but hopefully we can play 
well and get us up. 

“I’d say we are still underdogs 
against York. They finished high¬ 
er than us, they’ve been better 
than us this season. 

“I’m sure there are plenty of 
people that still expect and 
believe that we can beat them. 

“We believe we can win if we 
play well enough on the day. 

“Hopefully we’ll take them by 
surprise but all that matters is 
the result and hopefully we can 
get that and go up.”

‘Walker was liked but that

GEORGE Pilkington and his 
Luton Town team-mates will 
be putting any friendship 
with York City striker Jason 
Walker on hold when the two 
sides meet at Wembley this 
afternoon. 

Walker’s 18 league goals this 
season have helped fire the 
Minstermen into the Blue 
Square Bet Premier play-off 
final following his move from 
Kenilworth Road last summer. 

Combined with the wide 
threats of Matty Blair and 
Ashley Chambers, it makes 
York a potent attacking force, 
and centre half Pilkington is 
well aware of what to expect. 

“The lads all liked Jason and 
we’ve got a lot of respect for 
him, but that all goes out of 
the window,” said the skipper. 
“They’re a footballing team, 
they attack with pace and try 
to slide balls into Blair on the 
right and Chambers on the 
left. 

“We know Jason him and he 


is a very good attacking foot¬ 
baller. His all-round game is 
very good and we’ve got to be 
on our game at the back, but 
also going the other way we’re 
good enough ourselves.” 

However, Luton’s defence 
has been in a rich vein of form 
recently with the Hatters 
keeping six clean sheets since 
Paul Buckle took over as man¬ 
ager. 

Pilkington has noticed a turn 
around in all aspects of their 
play since the new boss 
arrived, although he knows 
there can be no complacency 
today. 

He said: “We had a spell 
where we were conceding 
from set pieces and we seem 
to have rectified that and been 
a lot more dogged. 

“We’ve probably had a few 
results in the last few weeks 
that we wouldn’t have had a 
couple of months ago. 


“Since the manager has 
taken over there has been a 
steady improvement in our 
play throughout the defence 
and attack and it is looking 
good. We’re in a good place 
now, we’ve had some good 
results in recent weeks, but 
we’re not naive enough to 
think that York is going to be 
an easy game. 

“We’ve struggled against 
them in the past, there is some 
history there, so we’ve got our 
work cut out on Sunday and 
we’ve all got to be on top of 
our game.” 

Both Luton and York have 
suffered heartbreak in the 
Conference play-off final in 
recent seasons, with City 
going down 3-1 to Oxford 
United in 2010. 

Meanwhile, AFC Wimbledon 
shattered Town’s dreams of a 
return to the Football League 
in a penalty shoot-out at the 


City of Manchester Stadium 
last year. Pilkington is now 
looking forward to banishing 
those memories once and for 
all, particularly as he regards 
leading the Hatters out at 
Wembley as the pinnacle of 
his career. 

He said: “We obviously failed 
last year in the play-off final 
and being at Wembley this 
year does add that little ten or 
15 per cent to it, but the main 
prize is getting back into the 
Football League. 

“There is going to be a lot of 
pressure on us, but there are a 
lot of players that have experi¬ 
ence of playing in big games 
and hopefully that will carry 
us through. 

“From what I remember of 
last year we could have proba¬ 
bly won it in full-time and lost 
it in extra time, and penalty 
shoot-outs are a bit of a lottery 
anyway. We were unlucky last 
year and it’s our third attempt 
in this division. It’s a very 
tough division going through 
the play-offs, so fingers 
crossed it is our year this year.”

IT may be two years later than planned but 
Flatter Mark Tyler has revealed that the 
chance to help the club back into the 
Football League was one of the motivating 
factors in joining them. 

The goalkeeper is one of a select few in the 
current squad who have experienced every 
high and low of life for Luton in the non¬ 
league. 

Fie hoped that it would take one season to 
return to League Two, though today’s 
opponents York City put the mockers on that 
dream, dumping Town out of the 2010 Blue 
Square Bet Premier play-offs at the semi¬ 
final stage. 

Last year it was penalty shoot-out 
heartbreak in the final against AFC 
Wimbledon, but Luton have clawed their way 
to their second successive showpiece today. 

At Wembley they could be 90 minutes 
from fulfilling the only obsession that has 
consumed them for three seasons - a return 
to the Football League. 

“It’s the reason I came here,” admits Tyler

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CROSSING OVER 


The XV is a handsome thing, with cohesive, 
chunky styling. The details are neatly resolved 
too. Look at those smartly integrated tail light 
clusters, the dished flanks and the eagle-eye 
headlamps. It's certainly leagues better looking 
than the old Tribeca SUV. How does it compare 
with the likes of the Qashqai and the Skoda Yeti 
in terms of packaging? That's not quite so 
clear cut. For a start, there's no seven seat option 
which will rule it out for some families and the 
380-litre boot means that you might need to 
pack a little lighter than you'd expect. Fold the 
rear seats down though and things improve 
dramatically, with an excellent 1,270 litres on offer. 
Rear legroom is good and there's plenty of 
adjustability in the driving position but the seats 
could use a little more support.The fly in the ointment 
might well be the value proposition. Rivals like the 
Hyundai ix35 undercut the XV quite significantly. 


This Subaru is undoubtedly the better drive but is 
the driving experience something family buyers 
really prioritise? It might prove to be an exploitable 
niche for Subaru, but my hunch is that pricing and 
packaging are more compelling reasons to buy a car 
in this class. While the XV probably won't trouble the 
best sellers list anytime soon, it's nevertheless an 
interesting and entertaining entrant. If you're a keen 
driver and want a car with all-weather ability that will 
still discharge the family duties, it's well worth a 
place on your shortlist. 


The crossover genre is one that 
Subaru ought to excel at. 

All the ingredients are already in place. 

The company can draw upon a long 
tradition of rugged, multi purpose all-wheel 
drive cars. Where it needs to up its game is in 
packaging and presenting this clever engineering 
in a way that's accessible and appealing to 
mainstream customers. The XV is a very 
creditable effort. It looks good, it's a reasonable 
size, it drives well and it will undoubtedly be very 
reliable.

BOXING 

ass. Stephenson eyes bright new chapter in fight career

BOBBY George believes he is ready 
for title fights after his six round, 60- 
51 dismantling of Polish punch bag 
Arek Malek in Bedford on Friday 
night. 

It was the Luton-based Bulgarian’s 
sixth fight in the paid ranks and, after 
three of his previous five bouts had 
seen him stop his opponent, he 
admitted that he made the clash last 
the distance in order to get more 
rounds under his belt. 

The Olympic bronze medallist oozed 
class against 60 fight veteran Malek, 
picking the Pole off at will with a light¬ 
ning quick jab that time and again 
rocked his rival’s head back in the 
opening round. 

By the time the bell rang at the end of 
the sixth and final session George had 
ensured blood was streaming from 
Malek’s nose and eye and had made 
him suffer a standing count. The 
Luton Shamrock man had also been 
so devastating that the inferior 34- 
year-old twice had a point taken off his 
score due to holding, simply to get a 
breather from the relentless volley of 
shots that made a mess of his head. 

George barely broke a sweat and 
admitted afterwards that he now wants 
to progress very quickly to title fights. 

He said: “I trained hard for the fight 
and I felt very good and comfortable, 
just like when I was young and I start¬ 
ed boxing. 

“Now I’m sure I’m going to be a 
champion very quickly. 

“Nobody knows what is going to 
happen in boxing but it’s very impor¬ 
tant to feel comfortable in the ring and 
when you have that it is easy. 

“I need to go six, eight, ten rounds 
because I’ve been knocking people 
out with one-two combinations. 
That’s no good for me. I just need 
somebody to hit me and get me a little 
bit nervous, but it’s difficult in boxing.” 


TWO minutes and 55 seconds that’s 
how long it took for Marco 
Stephenson to show his potential 
and now the light heavyweight is 
hoping it’s the first step towards a 
British title. 

The 28-year-old from Luton 
stopped Preston’s Stuart ‘Mad Dog’ 
Maddox inside the first round in 
Bedford on Friday night with a 
vicious, glancing uppercut that left 
this rival unable to see properly 
enough to continue. 

It put right a harsh 38-40 defeat to 
Scott Hartley two months ago at 
York Hall, Bethnal Green. That had 
been his first fight for 21 months 
after a difficult period of personal 
tragedy but it arguably should have 
been at least a draw. 

It tarnished the Luton Shamrock 
fighter’s fledgling professional record 
with a second defeat but the 
stoppage on Friday night evened his 
stats up and now Stephenson is 
looking to make up for lost time and 
progress as quickly as possible. 

He said: “I’m extremely delighted 
because I’ve been working hard in 
the gym and my mind is focused 
now on what I’m going to do. 

“I’m feeling great and I just went 
out there and had fun. 

“One of the things I was working on 
in the gym with Mervyn [Turner] was 
my jab. It’s very important and it’s 
going to win me all my fights. 

“I tried to keep him [Maddox] at 
range and use my speed because I’ve

got fast hands. It’s going to come on 
more and more and I just can’t wait 
for the future. 

“I want a British title and then lead 
on to a world title. 

“I’ve said from the start I was going 
to get it, so I’m going to get it. I’ve 
had my downs but I didn’t let them 
keep me down. I’m up now and I had 
a great victory. 


The show was co-promoted by 
Dennis Hobson, who took Ricky 
Hatton out to Las Vegas among many 
big fights, and the skilful Shamrock 
puncher hopes this will help bring him 
accolades sooner rather than later. 


“I’m going to have a busy year - I’m 
going to get stuck in. We’ll go back to 
the drawing board and see who is 
out there for me. 

“There are loads of good boxers and 
hopefully we’ll get it in. I’m 
somewhere on the radar, so we’ll see 
where it takes me.” 

The fight night wasn’t so favourable 
for stable-mate Duane Grimes who

suffered in an explosive start to the 
bill. The Luton light welterweight was 
stopped inside the first round against 
undefeated rookie Alfie Smith, which 
notched up his fifth defeat in six 
fights - the third that failed to last 
the distance. 

The Shamrock fighter came under 
attack from the first bell and he only 
lasted one minute 21 seconds before 
the referee stepped in. 

■JORDAN Reynolds has been 
confirmed in the England squad for 
the GB Youth Three Nations in 
Liverpool next month and been 
handed a stiff test against one of the 
favourites Shane McDonagh (Stowe 
ABC). 

The Luton amateur’s opponent won 
a Junior ABAE title, beating Lambton 
Street ABC’s Bobby Breg 11-31 for 
the 70kg title last week. 

Reynolds, a West Ham ABC fighter, 
is set to move up from welterweight 
when he joins up with the nation’s 
amateur boxing elite for a training 
camp on June 10, with the home 
nations tournament getting under 
way four day’s later. 

He said: “He [Shane] is a very good 
counter puncher. He won ABAs this 
year had 42 fights winning 34. 

“I’m boxing at light middle so it’s 
going to be very tough. 

“He’s southpaw and won the 
schoolboy title as well, so he’s the 
favourite, but if I win this fight then 
hopefully I’ll go on and win a gold.”

MICHAEL Devine is planning to 
“retire” next opponent Robin 
Deakin after some pre-fight 
Twitter baiting, but then he 
wants to set up a home town 
grudge match with Danny 
Mulhern. 

The 23-year-old lightweight 
is set to face Crawley

He is now with trainer James 
Paisley and the former Farley 
ABC youngster - also 
associated with the Academy 
ABC - is unbeaten in his three 
fights under him. 

He wants to stretch that run 
to four victories and he 
admits he wants to end 
Deakin’s interest in the sport 
in doing so. 

“I want to fight him and 
finish his career,” said Devine, 
adding: “He said he’s going to 
retire if I beat him. 

“I’m confident. He thinks it’s 
going to be a war but I’m not 
going to do that with a 
journeyman. 

“I’m going to give him a 
boxing lesson. 

“He’s on Twitter, mugging 
me off but I’m not going to 
rise to it. I’ll get my work done 
on Saturday. 


“Graham Earl is training him 
at the minute and I’d like to 
shut him up too. If he thinks 
I’m still the same fighter I was 
then he’s in for a shock.” 

Earl’s light welterweight 
Mulhern is fighting debutant 
Elvis Makada at York Hall, 
Bethnal Green today in his 
third pro fight since making 
the switch from Luton’s 
Shamrock ABC. 

The former British and 
Commonwealth champion- 
turned promoter has 
previously admitted he’d like 
to see the Luton-based 
Irishman step into the ring 
with Devine, who is equally 
happy to settle some scores. 

“I’m just looking at Robin 
Deakin for now but there are a 
few people who I want to 
fight,” Devine said, adding: “I 
want to get Danny Mulhern in 
the ring because there’s a bit 
of talking. 

“Me and Danny are good 
mates really but Graham is 
trying to make things happen, 
saying I haven’t got the bottle 
to fight him. I’ll go in the ring 
with anyone. 

“Hopefully my manager and 
Graham can speak and get 
that on in July. Danny is quick 
with his hands but he hasn’t 
got the power to hurt me. I’m 
a puncher at my weight but 
he’s the weight above. 

“If he really wants that fight 
he can come down to my 
weight or even at a catch- 
weight. I’ve got no problems 
with Danny. He’s a nice lad and 
I’ve often had a beer with him, 
but since I’ve turned pro he’s 
gone his way, I’ve gone mine 
and business is business.”

USAIN Bolt will be a happy man if he can 
follow in the footsteps of Sabrina Bakare 
after the Luton athlete left the Sainsbury’s 
School Games and the London 2012 
Stadium clutching gold and a new 
personal best. 

The 16-year-old was getting an early taste 
of the Olympic atmosphere set to sweep 
across the capital this summer as she took 
to the start line at the London 2012 Stadium 
looking for 300m gold. 

And Bakare wrapped the title up in superb 
fashion, winning by over a second-and-a- 
half as she crossed the line in 38.43 seconds. 

The Bamfield West Academy pupil’s time 
wasn’t only good enough to take home the 
title but also a new personal best to boot. 

And Bakare was delighted she saved her 
best for when it really mattered, but hasn’t 
ruled out more silverware before the season 
is over. 

“I am so overwhelmed to have won the 
gold medal and it feels amazing,” said 
Bakare, who also helped England South 
East claim the 4x300m tide. 

“It is an amazing feeling to have done a PB 
in the Olympic Stadium where Usain Bolt 
will be running I can’t believe it. 

“The crowd shouting made it amazing. I 
felt so good I pumped down the home 
straight. Before the race I was feeling a bit 


tired after the relay but I had a talk with my 
coach who made me feel like I could do it. I 
feel so happy now. 

“Hopefully this is just the start for me this 
season and I can go even further and collect 
even more medals this year.” 

While Bakare was setting the Olympic 
Stadium alight Nathan Greene was doing 
the same at the Olympic Aquatics Centre, 
the Luton swimmer winning 100m multi¬ 
classification backstroke bronze. 

And after climbing the podium in a 
Paralympic venue Greene, a Team Luton 
swimmer, insists he plans to do it for real 
further down the line. 

“I feel really good about myself and it 
made me realise that I am actually pretty 
good at swimming.” 

Putteridge High School and Community 
College’s Greene added. “I had confidence in 
what I can do and I knew if I went out there 
and swam a really good race I had a chance 
of coming away with a medal and I did. 

“Collecting my medal in front of the crowd 
was a special moment I enjoyed it and 
hopefully in the future I might get to experi¬ 
ence it again.”

THE last man to guide Luton Town to 
Wembley glory is hoping for some more 
Hatters magic at the national stadium this 
afternoon. 

Mick Harford was at the helm when 
Scunthorpe United were downed 3-2 in the 
2009 Johnstone’s Paint Trophy final and will be 
in attendance today for the make-or-break 
Blue Square Bet Premier play-off showdown 
with York City (3pm). 

Harford was still in charge when Luton 
dropped out of the Football League thanks to a 
30-point deduction dished out by the game’s 
authorities and for him, victory over the 
Minstermen would help to erase the injustices 
of that season. 

The former England striker was also a mem¬ 
ber of the Town team which beat Arsenal 3-2 in 
the 1988 League Cup final, so he already has 


two Wembley moments to savour with the 
club. 

He said: “I’ll be at the game and I dearly hope 
they get promoted. 

“It’s been a big loss to the Football League, 
Luton being out of it, and I think they are out of 
the league by default, which is unfortunate. 

“They had a great opportunity last year which 
they missed out on, but hopefully this season 
they’ll do it. I’ve got my fingers crossed for 
them. 

“Beating Arsenal was the highlight of my 
playing career, and then, managerially, a high¬ 
light was taking Luton back to Wembley and 
winning the Trophy.” 

Fifty-three-year-old Harford was unveiled as 
assistant boss at local rivals Milton Keynes 
Dons on Friday, a move which may not sit too 
well with the Luton faithful. 

He said: “I’m here for footballing reasons. I’ve 
been out of work for two-and-a-half years, so 
this is a great opportunity to get back into the 
game.”
